THE FISK-MARETZEK ENCOUNTER. 

Nsw Yor, Sept. 21.—An impromptu pu- 
gilistic encounter, of amusing interest to 
the publie, took place yesterday morning on 
the stege of the grand Opera House, The 
giadiacors were Col. James Fisk, Jr., and Max 
Maretzek. The latter has been acting as 
manager of Col. Fisk’s Opera Bouffe Com- 
pany, but at the same iime had been nego- 
tioting with Strakosch for conducting the 
Nilsson ceneerts at Steinway Hall. The 
casus belli was tbe application of the 
terms ‘liar’ and “‘thief’? to Maretzek by 
Fisk, durirg an interview, in which Fisk 
expressed his indigration that Maretsex 
should connect himself with an opposition 
show. Three rounds were fonght, and the 
Colonel was badly punished, not, however, 
s0 much as to prevent his appearaoce ina 
procenium box atthe theater last eveniaog, in 
com pansy with Mile. Montaland. Tte facial 
marks of the scrimmage in the morning was 
concealed beneath the esthetic touch of art, 
Late in the evening Maretzek took possession 
ofanother procenium box, on the opposite 
side of the house, aod the champions then 
scowled at each other through their glasess, 


MARETZEK'S STATEMENT. 

A reporter, early in the day, sought out 
Maretzek and obtained his statement of the 
affair. ‘“‘I have had charge of all the business 
of arranging the operas of the Grand Opera- 
house, but my arrangement with Fisk did not 
specify that 1 should not conducta concert. 
I tried to get Fisk to come toa definite un- 
derstanding about my arrangem for the 
season, bot he put me off, and never kept bis 
appointments with me, but he put my name 
on his circulars as musical director. He 
dia not like the iden of Nilsson’s 
coming at alj, because he did not 
bring hey out, and when I conducted ber first 
concert be threatened to settle. I tried very 
bard to get him to put the entire mavagement 
of the musical season at the Grand Opera 
House in my hands, as he bad advised me as 
director, but he not ovly put me off with 
vague promises, but interfered with the mem- 
bers of the troupe to such an extent that lI 
began to doubt the success of the bonaffe en- 
terprise and his decire to do anything more 
with opera bouffe than to have his own little 
fon out of it. He took the _ first 
prima donpa, Mademoiselle Montaland, 
ard exhibited her everywhere, walk- 
ing her round the theater, during rehcaraals, 
when she was wanted on the stage. Wheu I 
remoustrated with bim he said: ‘Well, don’t 
I pay for it?” «=WhenI went over to conduct 
the rehearsals thie moining he insulted me by 
eallirg mea thief and a liar before the whole 
company, for which I knocked him down.

An unlooked-for scene occurred yesterday 
afternoon at the rebearsal of the new Upera 
Bouffe Company, at the grand Opera House. 
Max Maretzek, the well known impressario, 
hed been. engaged, it appears, by Fisk, as 
conductor of the Montaland Opera Bouffe 
Company.

W4sHInoton, Sept, 21,—The following note 
dddressed by Minister Washburne to the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs for the Re- 
public, ¥ by the State De- 
partmcut: 


“Srr:—I bave received the communication 
which you did me the honor of addressiog to 
me on the Sth inst,, in which you ivform me 
thatin virtue of a resolution adopted by the 
members of the Committee of National De- 
fense the Department of Foreign Alf- 
fairs has been confided to you, In 
return 1 tske great pleasure in announc- 
irgto youthat [ have received a telegram 
from my Government by which I am given 
the mission of recognizing the Government 
for national defense as the Government of 
France. Iam therefore ready to communi- 
eate with this Government and to treat with 
it on all matters growing out of my position 
and authority. 

“{n meking this communication to your 
Excellency I beg that both yourself and each 
member of the Government will accept the 
congrpialation both of the American 
people and of the United States 
Government. They have learned with 
pleasure of the proclaiming of this Republic, 
which kas been established in Paris without 
the sheddivg of a drop of blood, and they are 
uvited, both at heart and in their sympathy 
with this great Government, which they hope 
and believe to be pregnant with glorious re- 
sults for the French nation and for humanity. 
The people of the United States, who have 
enjoyed for nearly a century the innumerable 
blessings of a republican form of goverameat, 
bave the deepest interest inthe effurts of the 
French nation, to which they are bound 
by the ties of traditional friendship, and which 
seeks to establish institutions by which the 
inalienable right of being and working for the 
welfare of all shall be sceured both for the 
pre: ent generation and for posterity. 

‘Finally, I will say to your Excellency that 
I congratulate myself on having to deal with 
one 80 distinguished as yourself, and whose 
elevated character and devotedness to the 
cause Of humanity and of free institutions is 
80 well appreciated in my own country.”
